F ISH IN G IS GOOD T H IS Y EA R 


Seining is Against The Law and Fish 


Commissioners May Swoop 


Down Any Time. 


Mu ch comp laint has been heard 
concerning the seining of 
fish 
in 
Flat rock. 
Local anglers are worry ­ 
ing ov er the good fishing that is be­ 
ing sp oiled and say that as they 
know a nu mber of men who are reg­ 
u lar in catching the fish in a seine 
and bringing them in 
big 
bu nches. 
Sev eral well known 
fishermen 
say 
that they are certain that a p arty of 
men hav e been making regu lar trip s, 
when they u se a seine and bring back 
a good big catch. 
The local anglers who are com­ 
p laining are not jealou s becau se they 
cou ld take the same risk if they so 
desired. 
They only think that the 
seining sp oils the sp ort. 
They be­ 
liev e in giv ing the fish a fair show 
and catch them with the 
hook and 
line in a sy stematic manner. 
They 
are of the op inion that the sp ort is 
not a sp ort when a man goes ou t with 
a big seine and drags in all the fish 
in the riv er and leav es none for his 
fellow fishermen to catch. 
They hav e as another reason that 
it frightens the fish and makes fishing 
bad ev en if there are any left in the 
stream. 
Sev eral local anglers who 
think more of the sp ort than any oth­ 
er p astime and who sp end all of 
their ex tra time on the 
riv er bank, 
say that the fishing in Flatrock this 
y ear is ex tra good, better 
in fact 
than it has been for some time. They 
say that they hav e seen sev eral fine 
bass in the riv er, bu t they fear that 
they may all be dragged in one hau l, 
if the seiners get in a good 
night. 
They wou ld like the sp ort of catch­ 
ing them with a hook and line. 
. There is 
another 
p hase to the 
q u estion which the 
p arty of men, 
whom it is said hav e 
been seining, 
might 
consider. 
There 
is a law 
against seining and it is p ossible that 
they may be cau ght in the toils. Fish 
and game 
commissioners 
are v ery 
nu merou s and it is 
nev er 
known 
when they may hap p en in a commu n­ 
ity . 
They generally work in “gu m** 
shoes and slip in when they are least 
ex p ected. 
They hav e been working 
su ccessfu lly in all of the adjoining 
cou nties and it is nev er known when 
they may swoop 
down on 
Ru sh 
cou nty .

Judge Sparks Sends McNamery to 


Prison in Less Than 24 Hours 


After Capture.

"Dope Fiend" Goes to Prison to Cure 


Himself of Habit— Arrested 


Near Homer. 


A new record of meting ou t ju s­ 
tice in Shelby cou nty was made Su n­ 
day and Monday by the local p olice 
force and Ju dge Sp arks, say s the 
Shelby v ille Democrat. At abou t eight 
o’clock Su nday morning 
Chief of 
Police Manlov e and 
Officer 
Fagel 
gav e chase to a p air of 
hoboes, a 
white man and a negro, who were 
seen wandering down the Big Fou r 
tracks. 
At two-thirty o’clock Su n­ 
day afternoon the men were cap tu red 
at Homer, Ru sh 
cou nty . 
At fou r 
o’clock the white man confessed to 
Chief Manlov e that he had broken 
into the V illiam Kep p el home, near 
Ray s Crossing, to steal enou gh food 
for a lu nch. 
At one o'clock Monday 
afternoon the man was brou ght be­ 
fore Ju dge 
Sp arks and 
entered a 
p lea of gu ilty to a charge 
of p etit 
larceny . 
At 1:05 he was sentenced 
to from one to fou rteen y ears in the 
State p rison at Michigan City . 
He 
will be p laced behind the bars there 
some time Tu esday . 
Persons hav e on v ariou s occasions 
resorted to desp erate 
measu res to 
free themselv es of the dru g habit, 
bu t for an acknowledged “fiend” to 
deliberately 
p lace 
himself 
behind 
p rison bars for from one to fou rteen 
y ears in order to cu re himself is con­ 
sidered ju st abou t “the limit.” 
That 
is v irtu ally what was ddne by the 
man who Monday afternoon p leaded 
gu ilty in the Shelby circu it cou rt to 
a charge of p etit larceny 
and was 
sentenced to the 
State 
p rison by 
Ju dge Sp arks. 
At the time he was 
seen in comp any with the negro Su n­ 
day morning the only charge which 
the local 
p olice 
cou ld 
hav e had 
against him was that of 
v agrancy . 
The man chose to ru n instead of su r­ 
rendering himself, howev er, and with 
fu ll knowledge that the officers were 
following him later 
broke into the 
Kep p el home to steal a lu nch. 
After 
committing the crime he seeminglv 
did not care how' scon 
the 
p olice 
cau ght him as he su rrendered himself 
at Homer withou t a mu rmu r. 
He declared that he has bu t one 
relativ e now' liv ing, a sister, who is 
abroad with her hu sband who is clerk 
to a foreign consu l. He gav e his age 
as thirty -fiv e y ears and seems to be 
fairly well edu cated. 
His arms are 
cov ered w'ith marks show'ing where 
he has made injections 
of “dop e” 
with a hy p odermic needle and he ad­ 
mitted that 
he had 
been a “dop e 
fiend” for sev eral y ears. 
He stated 
that he was p erfectly willing to go to 
the p rison in order to cu re himself of 
the habit. 
The negro who was cap tu red with 
McNamery , was held in jail for ser­ 
v ice as a witness for the State if 
McNamery decided to stand trial, bu t 
was released Monday afternoon fol­ 
lowing the letter’s p lea of gu ilty . The 
colored man gav e his name as Lewis 
Hendricks and stated that his home 
was in Indianap olis. 
Twenty cents’ 
worth of p ostage 
stamp s w'as the su m total which a 


search of McNamery ’s p ockets 
re­ 
v ealed to the p olice. 
The man ac­ 
cou nted for the stamp s by say ing 
that they had been giv en him in p art 
p ay ment of a debt by a man ov er in 


Illinois. 
The story 
did not sou nd 
well to Chief Manlov e, bu t there was 
no ev idence on which to hold the man 
for any of the p ostoffice 
robberies 


which hav e occu rred recently .

The law which permits twenty day s 
in which to mak e a birth 
retu rn 
is 
characterized as detectiv e in the May 
bu lletin of the State Board of Health. 
The board recently has been condu ct­ 
ing a campaign among health officers 
and phy sicians ov er the State in the 
interests of promptness in mak ing re­ 
tu rns. 
Birth statistics 
obtained by 
the board are alway s a month late, 
and there has been in the past a ten­ 
dency c n the part of phy sicians to 
neglect the statistics department al­ 
together. 
The May bu lletin shows the birth 
occu rring in the State du ring April 
totaled 4,332. 
Of these 2.147 were 
males, 2,05 6 females and 129 still­ 
births. 
White males totaled 2.104; 
white females. 2,015 ; colored males, 
43, and colored 
females, 
41. 
The 
State birth rate was 19.1 as compar­ 
ed with a death rate of 14.1. Warren 
cou nty , as u su al, had 
the 
highe 
birth rate, hav ing 5 1.4 births a thou s­ 
and. 
Pu lask i had the lowest rate, 
a thou sand. 
Marion cou nty had 45 0 
births and ton stillbirths, the rate 
being 20.6 , a 
trifle better than the 
State av erage. 
The cou nties seconc 
and third in the birth rate were Tip­ 
ton with 30.4, and Decatu r with 30.2 
In 
an article 
by II. E. Barnard 
state food and dru g commission, the 
sanitary conditions in food produ cing 
establishments in Indiana 
are 
de­ 
clared to be u nsatisfactory . Dairies 
hotels, restau rants, 
groceries, mea 
mark ets, bak eries and confectionery 
establishments were among the places 
v isited by the inspectors. 
Ou t of a 
total of 1,127 places v isited, only 3 
were classed by the inspectors as be­ 
ing in ex cellent condition, 6 5 9 
were 
classed as good, 35 4 fair, 6 4 poor 
and 19 bad. 
* 
Conditions generally in dairies, ho 
tels, restau rants and bak eshops were 
declared to be u nsatisfactory . 
The 


groceries and meat 
mark ets 
were 


said to he mostly in good condition. 


In discu ssing the enforcement o 
the food laws, Mr. Barnard dwells a 
some length on the practice of giv ing 


sliortweights.

On 17 different occasions the seed 
of Ru ssian Thistle has been fou nd 
in samples of commercial crop seed 
sent to the Indiana Branch Seed Lab­ 
oratory of the U. S. Department of 
Agricu ltu re, for examination. It has

amou nts ranging from 1440 seeds in 
16 pou nds ^tlfalfa, or enou gh ordi­ 
narily to sow an acre, u p to 33,120 
seeds in 16 pou nds of alfalfa. 
Thu s 
far in samples examined here, it has 
occu rred in alfalfa seed only. All the 
crop seed in which Ru ssian Thistle 
seed was fou nd was imported from 
other States. 
Fu rthermore the weed 
itself is k nown to be growing and re­ 
produ cing itself in several localities 
in Indiana. 
Ru ssian Thistle is slightly larger 
than clover or alfalfa seed.

AN AERIAL FLEET TO 
ATTACK BATTLESHIP 


Proposed Try-Out 
of latest 


Problem In Warfare. 


New York, June 21.—Atlantic City 
is all prepared to outdo the entire uni­ 
v erse one better in up-to-date matters 
by holding a sham battle of airships 
during the coming “Ov er the Ocean" 
av iation week. 
The Atlantic City 
Aero club has sent an application to 
the powers at Washington asking for 
a ship to shoot up an airship fleet, 
which the club hopes will be directed 
by Av iators Curtiss, Hamilton and 
Brookins, the last named a pupil of 
the Wrights who has been doing great 
stunts with aeroplanes in Indianapolis. 
The Atlantic City club wants the 
nav y department to place a warship 
off Young's pier during the airship 
week, and they hav e made rules where­ 
by each airship pilot will be supplied 
with three bags of sand stamped with 
a mark assigned to each av iator. 
An 
attempt will be made to drop one of 
the sandbags, supposing it to be a high 
power ex plosiv e, upon the battleship 
deck from an aeroplane. The sandbag, 
of course, 
is supposed 
to contain 
enough destructiv e powder to transfer 
the sea-fighter from surface serv ice to 
the fleet of 
Admiral McGinty , and 
therefore out of terrestrial business. 
A prize of $1,000 will be awarded the 
first aeronaut who succeeds in drop­ 
ping one of the sandbags on the bat­ 
tleship deck. 
As a method of defense 
three-inch rapid-fire guns, fitted with 
telscope cameras fastened to the bar­ 
rels of the guns and adjusted so that 
the firing of the gun will snap the 
shutter of the camera and take a pic­ 
ture showing that the center of the 
picture is the spot where the shell 
would strike had not blank cartridges 
been used on the battleship, i3 the 
Aero club’s idea of counting the score 
of hits. 
The cameras on the airship 
also are supposed to settle the q ues­ 
tion if the aeroplane 
wa 3 hit and 
wrecked before the sandbags sank the 
battleship. Supposing the score shows 
that the battleship wrecks the aero­ 
plane fleet first, the $1,000 prize is to 
go to the crew of the ship, or, if the 
nav y department does not like this 
idea, the money will be dev oted to 
some 
benefit 
arrangement 
for the 
crew.
